Citizens Fleeing trom their 
Homes in Dismay. 


Desperate and iuawliesa Acts of 
the Necro Militia, 


Passengers by the Little Rock Road 
report that when the train for Memphis 
reacbed Edmondson station yesterday 
morning, they found a number of citi- 
zZ9us—men, women and childran—there, 
awaiting the train to bring themtoa 
place of safety. These refugees report that 
w» squad of armed negroes, eight in num- 
ber, had appeared in the neighborhood of 
Edmondson station and Ten Mile Bayou, 
on Monday, aad representing themselves 
to be militia, commenced an indiscrim- 
a plunder and pillaging of the peo- 
ple. 
They went tothe place of a Dr. Gib- 
son and taking the Doctor and another 
man, whose Dame we cou!d not learn, 
tuey bung them up to make them con- 
fess where their money and silver wus 
e meealed. They hung Dr. Gibson three 
times, each time leaving him hangirg 
until life was nearly extinct. 

The miscreants were continuing their 
devilish work when the train jeft, and the 
Lord only kuows where it will stop. 
Nothing could illustrate more fully the 
total and abject submission of the peaple 
of Arkansas, than this one incident—a 
whole community driven from their 
homes by eight negroes. If this had 
been told us ten years ago—aye five, or 
even three years ago, it would have been 
avoted at.

The green-eyed monster, ‘‘ which doth 
mock the meatit feeds on,’’ was the 
cause of another soul being burried into 
eternity yesterday. Wm: Noyes, a col- 
ored man, second steward on the steamer 
C.ildwell, was shet and almost instantly 
killed by anegro porter om the same 
boat, named Arthur Cartwright, about 8 
in the morning. 

It appears that the two have long be:n 
terribly jealous of each other about a 
girl whom they both have been address- 
iag. This jeaiousy has atdifferent times 
broken oat, and the two have bad seve- 
ralfights. Abcut a year ago they came 
together, and Noyes drew a pisiol and 
shot at Cartwright, but did not harm 
him. Since that time they have not bad 
anytbing t>do with each other until yes- 
terday morning. 

At breakfast time, it seems Cartwright 
lost his bat, and while hunting for it, 
was told that Noyes had it. He went to 
him and asked for it, but instead of re- 
plying, Noyes drew a pistol and threat- 
ened tokill him. Oa this Cartwright 
walked off, armed himself, and return- 
ing, Without saying one word, slet 
Noyes in the head, making a wound 
from which he died in the course of a few 
minutes. 

Cartwright was arrested immediately, 
taken before ’Fquire Griffith, and com- 
mitted to jail without bail to await the 
action of the grand jury.

To the !fon, Board of Aidcrinen: 

To provide for the financial wants of 
the city, and to make tie most of the 
railroad crisis bow upon us, overshadows 
all other questions, and must engage 
your carefui attention, both now and for 
some time to come, 

My own financial views were clearly 
defined in my two last messages, and 
while they gained strength by investiga- 
tion and thought, I consider them as 
havisog been rejected, and hope your 
combined wisdom will develop a better

In the mean time, I have temporarily 
silenced the demands of our creditors 
with a promise that at this meeting 
some measures for their relief would be 
adopted, and the redemption of the 
promise depends on your action, 

Without hoping to influence your 
eourse, I desire to be recorded as saying: 
“This year is evidently to be marked 


and remembered es the Railroad 
era, during, which. combinations 
and connections will be formed 
that will both make and unmake 
cities, and opportunities lost to us 


now may never berecovered. The sale 


| of stock in the Memphis and Little Rock 


Railroad, ‘which would have given 
us the money so urgently needed. 
and insured its complétion du- 
ring this year, and its 
nent control by those largely interested in 
tne prosperity of Memphis, was rejected 
ostensibiy to retain controiling influence 
in the mansgement of that road. Now, 
if under your management the year is 
allowed to pass without its completion 
and the grand results desirable therefrom 
be lost to Memphis, you will be held 
rigidly responsibie for tae failure, and if 
within that time a new issue of etock 
shall be made, and thus its control 
wrested from your hands, or if 
the bonds of the road which have 
he precedence over the stock, shall be 
made to ciaim. that precedence, 
and thereby cur stock become vaQueices, 
these who have been loudestin their 
clamor against the sale will be even 
louder in condemning you because it was 
not sold when it could have been.

We have to pay with, Jan. 1, 1869: 


Amount of collectable taxes, $370.97 7s; 


taxes for the 421 corporaie year, to be 
collected, say, $500,000; probable receipts 
from market-nouses wharfsge, say, 
$70,000; making a total of $940,897 7s. 
Tous leaving a baiance for contingent 
expenses, Of about $25 00, at the close 
of the 42d corporate year. 

But your Committee is well satisfied 
that but little, if any, money can be ex- 
pected before November. Mr. John H. 
Bowen is prepsring his delinquent list 
for publication, aud itis to be hoped that 
the amended jaw may work well, but 
with the ;resent floating debt eguinst 
the city, no money can be realized. 

Aud with the S.mpson judgment 
clutchipg at your railroad stocks, $12,000, 
which, by the by, must be paid within 
ten days, or your stocks are gone—with 
mortgages ypou your realty, maturing 
about the first of March, for $30,000, 
with the unpleasant but just claims of 
laborers, your firemen, and the hun- 
dreds of small creditors, meeting us at 
every turn, and ‘whose agyregate de- 
mands &mount to 30,000 or $40,000; thus 
making it imperatively necessury for us. 
to raise at once af least $20,000 in cash, 

With these facts staring us in the face, 
your Committee find themselves unwil- 
ling to depend upon so uncertain a source 
as the coilection of taxes to replenish 
the emp'y treasury. 

Now, now are we to raise money? 
W hat collaterals have we t» offer” 

The people aud the press seem opposed 
to the sale or bypothecation of your rail- 
road stock, and ¢ven were they in favor 
of it, the greatest amount it were posei- 
ble for you to realiza from this source

‘importunate Creditors of the city, leav- 


ing us nothing wherewith to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the city government, 
during the dull summer months, 

Your real estate cannot be sold favora- 
bly, as any person in the real estate busi- 
ness cau tell you. You cannot borrow 
upon it, a3 it is already exncum- 
bered. But if unsineumbered, the 
amount you need could not te fur- 
nished by apy imoneyed jingtitytion in 
Memphis, at’a fair rate of -interest, be- 
cause, in order te do so, they must have 
such collateral, or, security, that can be’ 
again used.
